PREFACE 


This  report,  one  of  three  which  will  deal  with  each  of  the 
Prairies  Provinces  in  turn,  contains,  for  Manitoba,  statistical 
tables  derived  from  the  Population  Census  relating  to  dwell- 
ings, households,  and  families,  as  well  as  material  derived 
from  the  separate  Housing  census  taken  in  conjunction  with 
the  Population  Census  but  limited  to  centres  of  5,000  pop- 
ulation and  over.  These  three  individual  reports  will  be 
brought  together  to  form  Volume  HI  of  the  1946  Census  of 
the  Prairie  Provinces. 


The  history  and  purpose  of  the  census,  the  legislation 
under  which  it  is  taken,  and  the  methods  of  collecting, 
checking,  and  compiling  the  data  are  described  in  consider- 
able detail  in  the  Introduction  to  Volume  I  of  this  census. 
The  Introduction  to  the  present  report  is  confined  to  the 
definitions  and  explanations  of  the  various  terms  used  in  the 
tables  of  this  report.  This  Introduction  will  appear  in  the 
same  form  in  Volume  HI,  but  in  addition  there  will  be 
presented  a  brief  analysis  of  the  tables,  with  a  few  summary 
tables  covering  the   three   Prairie  Provinces  as  a  whole. 

The  tables  of  this  report  are  divided  into  three  parts. The 
first  part  (Tables  I  to  21)  gives  statistical  data  related  to 
buildings,  dwellings,  and  households.  The  second  part 
(Tables  22  to  37)  deals  with  family  data,  while  the  third  part 
(Tables  38  to  87)  provides  information  on  housing  derived 
from  the  separate  Housing  Census  referred  to  above.  Parts  I 
and  II  supply  statistics  for  rural  as  well  as  urban  areas,  but 
the  data  in  Part  HI  are  confined  to  urban  centres  of  5,000 
population  and  over. 


In  the  appendices  will  be  found  copies  of  the  question- 
naires used  in  the  enumeration,  a  provincial  map  with 
descriptions  of  the  census  divisions,  and  a  city  map  showing 
the  social  areas  for  the  Metropolitan  Area  of  Winnipeg. 


The  general  planning  and  the  preparation  of  the  materials 
for  this  report  were  carried  out  under  the  direction  of 
O.  A.  Lemieux,  Director  of  the  Census  Division,  assisted 
by  A.  H.  LeNeveu,  D.  L.  Ralston,  and  F.  G.  Boardman  of  the 
Census  Division. 


Le  present  rapport  fait  partie  d'une  serie  de  trois  qui 
traiteront  a  tour  de  role  de  chacune  des  provinces  des 
Prairies.  II  contient,  pour  le  Manitoba,  des  tableaux  statisti- 
ques tires  durecensement  de  la  population  en  cequi  concerne 
leslogements.les  menageset  les  families,  ainsi  que  d'autres 
renseignements  tires  du  recensement  special  du  logement 
effectue  en  meme  temps  que  le  recensement  de  la  population, 
mals  limit e-  aux  centres  de  5,000  et  plus.  Ces  trois  rapports 
dlstincts  serontreunis  en  volume  et  formeront  le  IIIe  volume 
du  recensement  des  provinces  des  Prairies  de  1946. 

L'historique  et  l'objet  du  recensement,  les  lois  qui  le 
regissent,  ainsi  que  les  methodes  de  reunir,  verifier  et 
compiler  les  donnees  sont  decrites  en  detail  dans  l'ln tra- 
duction du  ler  volume  de  ce  recensement.  L'Introductiondu 
present  rapport  ne  contient  que  les  definitions  et  les  explica- 
tions des  diverses  expressions  employees  dans  les  tableaux. 
Elle  paraitra  sous  la  meme  forme  dans  le  HIe  volume,  mais 
contiendra,  en  plus,  une  courte  analyse  des  tableaux  et 
quelques  tableaux  re'capitulatifs  er-brassant  les  trois  pro- 
vinces des  Prairies  prises  ensemble. 

Les  tableaux  du  present  rapport  sont  divises  en  trois 
parties,  dont  la  premiere  (tableaux  1  a  21)  contient  des 
donn6es  statistiques  relatives  aux  maisons,  aux  logementset 
aux  menages;  la  deuxieme  (tableaux  22  a  37),  des  donnees 
sur  la  famille;  et  latroisieme(tableaux  3b  a  87),  des  chiffres 
sur  le  logement  tires  du  recensement  special  du  logement 
ci-dessus  mentionne.  La  ire  et  la  2e  parties  contiennent 
des  renseignements  statistiques  relatifs  aux  regions  rurales 
et  aux  regions  urbaines,  tandis  que  les  donnees  de  la  3e 
partie  se  limitent  aux  centres  urbains  de  5,000  et  plus. 

Aux  appendices,  on  trouvera  des  fac-similes  des  ques- 
tionnaires employes  dans  le  denombrement,  une  carte  de  la 
province  avec  descriptions  des  divisions  de  recensement,  et 
une  carte  de  laville  de  Winnipeg  indiquant  les  zones  sociales 
de  meme  que  la  region  metropolitaine. 

Le  plan  general  et  la  preparation  du  present  volume  ont 
ete  executes  sous  la  direction  de  O.-A.  Lemieux,  directeur 
de  la  Division  du  recensement,  avec  le  concours  de

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INTRODUCTION 


INTRODUCTION 


At  every  Canadian  census  of  population  it  has  been 
the  custom  to  ask  a  few  basic  questions  relating  to  tiie 
dwelling,  such  as  the  tenure,  value,  rent,  dwelling  type, 
and  number  of  rooms.  In  the  general  Census  of  1941,  how- 
ever, for  the  first  time,  a  more  extensive  survey  of  dwellings 
and  housing  characteristics  was  undertaken  on  a  10  per 
cent  sample  basis.  This  necessitated  the  use  of  a  separate 
housing  questionnaire,  although  the  basic  questions  re- 
lating to  tenure,  value,  rent,  etc.,  were  still  included  on 
the  population  questionnaire.  The  practice  of  obtaining 
detailed  information  on  housing  using  a  separate  ques- 
tionnaire, while  at  the  same  time  including  certain  basic 
questions  relating  to  dwellings  on  the  regular  population 
questionnaire,  was  continued  in  the  1946  Census  of  the 
Prairie  Provinces.  In  this  census  the  housing  question- 
naire was  used  only  in  centres  of  5,000  population  and 
over,  but,  within  these  larger  centres,  the  information  was 
compiled  on  a  100  per  cent  basis.  Consequently,  statistics 
on  such  topics  as  value  of  home  and  rent,  which  were  in- 
cluded on  the  population  schedule,  are  available  for  all 
census  divisions  and  subdivisions,  whereas  statistics 
on  lighting  facilities,  plumbing  facilities,  and  other  housing 
characteristics,  are  available  only  for  the  sixteen  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Prairie  Provinces  of  5,000  population 
and  over. 


The  present  volume  of  the  1946  Census  contains  all 
tables  relating  to  dwellings,  households,  and  families, 
whether  these  tables  were  derived  from  the  population 
questionnaire,  from  the  housing  questionnaire,  or  from 
both.  Part  I  deals  with  the  basic  dwelling  and  household 
characteristics  derived  from  the  population  questionnaire, 
and  consequently  provides  statistics  on  a  province-wide 
basis.  Tables  relating  to  family  characteristics  are  found 
in  Part  II,  although  Tables  4,  5  and  6  of  Part  I  also  contain 
some  basic  family  data.  All  tables  of  family  data  are  given 
for  rural,  as  well  as  urban,  parts  of  the  province.  Part  III, 
in  addition  to  dealing  with  basic  dwelling  and  household 
characteristics,  covers  the  more  specialized  field  of  housing 
characteristics  contained  on  the  housing  questionnaire; 
consequently,  the  tables  in  this  section  of  the  volume 
apply  to  the  larger  urban  centres  only. 


C'etait  autrefois  la  coutume,  lors  de  chaque  recensement 
de  la  population,  de  poser  quelques  questions  fondamentales 
sur  le  logement,  relativement,  par  exemple,  au  mode  d'occu- 
pation,  a  la  valeur,  au  toyer,  au  genre  de  logement  et  au 
nombre  de  pieces.  Toutefois,  lors  du  recensement  de  1941, 
une  enqueue  plus  vaste,  basee  sur  un  echantillon  de  10  pour 
cent,  a  ete  faite  pour  la  premiere  fois  au  sujet  du  logement 
et  de  ses  caracteristiques.  II  a  fallu,  en  consequence,  em- 
ployer un  questionnaire  special  sur  le  logement  tout  en 
laissant  au  questionnaire  de  la  population  les  questions 
fondamentales  sur  le  mode  d'occupation,  la  valeur,  le  loyer, 
etc.  Cette  pratique  de  recueillir  des  renselgnements  sur  le 
logement  au  moyen  d'un  questionnaire  distinct  tout  en  lais- 
sant au  questionnaire  regulier  de  la  population  certaines 
questions  de  base  sur  le  mfime  sujet  a  ete  maintenue  lors  du 
recensement  des  provinces  des  Prairies  en  1946.  Dans  ce 
recensement,  le  questionnaire  du  logement  n'a  ete  employe 
que  dans  les  centres  de  5,000  et  plus  mais,  dans  ces  centres 
plus  populeux,  les  renseignements  ont  6te  compiles  sur  une 
base  de  100  pour  cent.  II  s'ensuit  que  la  statistique  de  cer- 
taines caracteristiques  telles  que  la  valeur  de  la  maison  et 
le  loyer,  qui  figurent  au  questionnaire  de  la  population, 
existent  pour  toutes  les  divisions  et  subdivisions  de  recen- 
sement, tandis  que  la  statistique  sur  les  modes  d'eclairage, 
la  plornberie  et  autres  caracteristiques  du  logement  n'est 
donnee  que  pour  seize  cites  et  villes  des  provinces  des 
Prairies  de  5,000  et  plus. 

Le  present  volume  contient  tous  les  tableaux  relatifs  aux 
logements,  aux  manages  et  aux  families,  qu'ils  soient  deri- 
ves du  questionnaire  de  la  population,  du  questionnaire  du 
logement  ou  des  deux.  La  premiere  partie  porte  sur  les 
caracteristiques  fondamentales  du  logement  et  du  menage 
tirees  du  questionnaire  de  la  population  et  donne  done  la 
statistique  a  rechelle  provinciale.  Les  tableaux  relatifs  aux 
caracteristiques  de  la  famille  se  trouvent  dans  la  deuxieme 
partie,  bien  que  les  tableaux  4,  5  et  6  de  la  premiere  partie 
contiennent  aussi  des  donn£es  fondamentales  sur  les  famil- 
ies. Tous  les  tableaux  qui  donnent  des  chiffres  sur  les 
families  portent  sur  les  regions  rurales  aussi  bien  qu'urbai- 
nes  de  la  province.  La  troisi£me  partie  embrasse,  en  plus 
des  caracteristiques  fondamentales  du  logement  et  du  mana- 
ge, le  champ  plus  specialise  des  caracteristiques  du  loge- 
ment inscrites  au  questionnaire  du  logement.  En  consequen- 
ce, les  tableaux  de  cette  section  du  volume  ne  s'appliquent 
qu'aux  plus  grands  centres  urbains. 


Urban   Centres   included   in   tJie   Housing  Census.  —  As 

already  mentioned,  the  housing  questionnaire  was  com- 
pleted only  for  homes  located  in  urban  centres  of  5,000 
population  and  over,  which  restricted  it  to  the  following 
towns  and  cities:  the  Metropolitan  Area  of  Winnipeg  (in- 
cluding St.  Boniface),  Brandon,  Portage-la-Prairie,  Flin 
Plon,  and  Transcona  in  Manitoba;  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Moose 
Jaw,  Prince  Albert,  Swift  Current,  and  Yorkton  in  Saskat- 
chewan; and  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  and  Medicine 
Hat  in  Alberta,  This  standard  of  size  was,  of  necessity, 
based  on  1941  population  figures,  which  accounts  for  the 
exclusion  of  Selkirk,  Manitoba,  and  North  Battleford,  Sas- 
katchewan, from  the  housing  census.  These  places  had 
populations  in  excess  of  5,000  in  1946,  but  not  in  1941. 
Weyburn,  Saskatchewan,  was  excluded  for  a  different  reason. 
Although  its  population  was  greater  than  5,000  in  1941  and 
1946,  much  of  this  was  accounted  for  by  the  staff  and  in- 
mates of  the  large  provincial  mental  hospital  located  there. 
In  terms  of  ordinary  dwellings,  Weyburn  was  comparable 
with  communities  of  approximately  4,000  population.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  present  town  of  Flin  Flon  was  included 
in  the  housing  census  even  though,  at  the  time  of  the  1946 
Census,  it  was  not  incorporated  and  was,  therefore,  not 
classed  as  an  urban  centre  in  census  publications.  However, 
since  Flin  Plon  was  essentially  urban  in  character  with 
a  population  well  above  5,000,  and  since  it  was,  at  the 
time  of  the  1946  Census,  taking  the  necessary  steps  leading 
to  its  incorporation  as  a  town,  it  was  considered  advisable 
to  include  it  in  the  housing  census. 


Centres  urbains  figurant  au  recensement  du  logement.— 

Le  questionnaire  du  logement,  comme  on  1'a  deja  dit,  n'a  ete 
rempli  que  pour  les  maisons  situees  dans  les  centres  urbains 
de  5,000  et  plus,  ce  qui  se  resume  aux  cites  et  villes  sui- 
vantes:  region  metropolitaine  de  Winnipeg  (y  compris  Saint- 
Eoniface),  Brandon,  Portage-la-Prairie,  Flin-Flon  et  Trans- 
cona, au  Manitoba;  Regina,  Saskatoon,  Moose-Jaw,  Prince- 
Albert,  Swift-Current  et  Yorkton,  en  Saskatchewan;  et 
Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge  et  Medicine-Hat,  en  Alberta. 
II  a  fallu,  de  toute  necessite,  baser  cette  norme  sur  la 
population  de  1941  et  e'est  ce  qui  explique  pourquoi  les 
villes  de  Selkirk  au  Manitoba  et  North-Battleford  en  Saskat- 
chewan sont  exclues  du  recensement  du  logement.  La  popu- 
lation de  ces  endroits  etait  de  plus  de  5,000  en  1946  mais 
non  en  1941.  Weyburn,  Saskatchewan,  a  ete  exclu  pour  une 
raison  differente.  3ien  que  sa  population  ait  ete  de  plus  de 
5,000  tant  en  1941  qu'en  1946,  une  bonne  partie  est  repre- 
sentee par  le  personnel  et  les  pensionnaires  du  grand  hopital 
pour  maladies  n.entales  qui  se  trouve  dans  cet  endroit.  Au 
point  de  vue  des  logements  ordinaires,  Weyburn  peut  se 
comparer  aux  localites  d'environ  4,000  habitants.  D'autre 
part,  la  ville  actuelle  de  Flin-Flon  a  ete  incluse  dans  le 
recensement  du  logement  oien  qu'en  1946  elle  n'eut  pas 
encore  ete  erigee  en  corporation  et,  partant,  n'etait  pas 
classee  coiimie  centre  urbain  dans  les  publications  du  recen- 
sement. Toutefois,  etant  donne  que  Flin-Flon  est  typiquement 
un  centre  urbain  ayant  une  population  de  beaucoup  superieure 
a  5,000  et  qu'a  l'epoque  du  recensement  de  1946,  on  y  avait 
pris  les  mesures  necessaires  en  vue  de  son  incorporation 
comme  ville,  on  a  jug6  preferable  de  l'inclure  dans  le 
recensement  du  logement. 
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Areal  classifications.  —  In  general,  the  tables  in  Parts 
I  and  II  of  this  volume  are  presented  for  the  following  areas: 
(a)  the  province  as  a  whole;  (b)  census  divisions  sub- 
divided as  to  rural  farm,  rural  non-farm,  and  urban;  (c) 
urban  centres  of  1,000  population  and  over;  (d)  the  Metro- 
politan Area  of  Winnipeg;  and  (e)  social  areas  in  the  cities 
of  30,000  population  and  over.  Some  of  these  areal  classi- 
fications will  require  some  explanation: 


Classification  des  regions,  —  En  general,  la  premiere  et 
la  deuxieme  parties  du  present  volume  pr^sentent  des  ta- 
bleaux pour  les  regions  suivantes:  a)  la  province  dans 
l'ensemble;  b)  divisions  de  recensement  subdivisees  en 
regions  rurales  agricoles,  rurales  non  agricoles  et  urbaines; 
c)  centres  urbains  de  1,000  et  plus;  d)  region  metropolitaine 
de  Winnipeg;  et  e)  zones  sociales  dans  les  cites  de  30,000 
et  plus.  Certaines  de  ces  classifications  exigent  une  expli- 
cation. 


(1)  Rural  and  Urban.  —  The  term  "urban"  or  "urban  cen- 
tre", as  defined  for  census  purposes,  refers  to  incor- 
porated cities ,  towns ,  and  villages .  All  other  areas , 
including  unincorporated  towns,  villages,  and  hamlets, 
are  classified  as  rural.  Hence  the  census  definition 
of  "rural"  is  not  in  entire  agreement  with  the  popular 
conception  of  the  term.  Some  localities  which  the  census 
classifies  as  rural  are  largely  urban  in  character;  this 
is  particularly  true  of  heavily  built-up  areas  surround- 
ing the  larger  cities.  These  areas,  although  they  possess 
all  the  usual  characteristics  of  urban  communities, 
are  classified  as  rural  if  they  happen  to  be  outside 
the  boundaries  of  incorporation.  Certain  sections  of 
the  rural  municipalities  of  St.  James  and  St.  Vital  in 
Manitoba  are  examples  of  this  type  of  development. 
These  areas  are  classed  as  rural,  even  though  the 
residents  live  in  built-up  areas  closely  akin  to  those 
existing  within  the  incorporated  boundaries  of  the 
neighbouring  cities  of  Winnipeg  and  St.  Boniface. 


(1)  Regions  rurales  et  regions  urbaines.  —  Le  terme"urbain" 
ou  "centre  urbain"  tel  qu'il  est  d£fini  pour  les  fins  du 
recensement  s'applique  aux  cites,  villes  et  villages 
incorpores.  Toutes  les  autres  regions,  qui  comprennent 
les  villes,  villages  et  hameaux  non  incorpores,  sont 
classees  rurales.  II  s'ensuit  que  la  definition  de  "rural" 
pour  les  fins  du  recensement  ne  concorde  pas  absolument 
avec  la  conception  populaire  du  terme.  Certaines  locali- 
ty qui  sont  classees  rurales  dans  le  recensement  sont 
en  bonne  partie  typiquement  urbaines.  Tel  est  particu- 
lierement  le  cas  des  regions  bien  construites  qui  entou- 
rent  les  villes.  Bien  que  ces  regions  poss^dent  toutes 
les  caracteristiques  des  localites  urbaines,  elles  sont 
classees  rurales  si  elles  sont  situees  en  dehors  de 
centres  incorpores.  Certaines  sections  des  municipality s 
rurales  de  Saint-James  et  de  Saint-Vital  au  Manitoba  sont 
des  exemples  de  ce  genre  de  collectivites.  Ces  regions 
sont  classees  rurales  m6me  si  leurs  habitants  vivent 
dans  des  quartiers  bien  construits  a  peu  pres  semblables 
a  ceux  qui  existent  en  deca  des  limites  incorporees  des 
villes  voisines  de  Winnipeg  et  de  Saint-Boniface. 


(2)  Rural  Farm  and  Non-farm.  —  The  population  in  rural 
areas  is  further  classified  into  farm  and  non-farm.  The 
former  comprises  all  rural  residents  living  on  farms 
as  defined  in  the  1946  Census  of  Agriculture*,  irres- 
pective of  the  occupations  followed  by  the  individuals 
so  classified;  the  latter  comprises  the  remainder  of 
the  rural  residents.  The  rural  non-farm  population  is 
composed  in  the  main  of  the  following  groups:  (a)  sub- 
urban residents  living  outside  the  boundaries  of  the 
larger  cities;  (b)  residents  of  small  unincorporated 
villages  and  hamlets;  and  (c)  fishermen,  trappers,  and 
others  whose  occupation  necessitates  their  living  in 
rural  surroundings,  but  not  on  farms. 


(2)  Rurale  agricole  et  rurale  non  agricole.  —  La  population 
des  regions  rurales  est.de  plus,  subdivis£e  en  population 
agricole  et  non  agricole.  La  population  rurale  agricole 
comprend  tous  les  r£sidants  ruraux  qui  vivent  sur  des 
fermes,  selon  la  definition  du  recensement  de  l'agricul- 
ture  de  1946*.  ind£pendamment  de  l'occupation  des 
personnes  ainsi  classees;  la  population  rurale  non  agri- 
cole comprend  les  autres  residants  ruraux  et  se  compose 
surtout  des  groupes  suivants:  a)  residants  de  banlieue 
en  dehors  des  limites  des  grandes  villes;  b)  residants 
des  petits  villages  et  hameaux  non  incorpores;  et  c) 
pecheurs,  trappeurs  et  autres  que  leurs  occupations 
obligent  a  vivre  dans  un  milieu  rural  mais  non  sur  une 
ferme. 


(3)  Census  Division.  —  Unlike  the  provinces  of  Eastern 
Canada,  the  Prairie  Provinces  are  not  divided  into 
counties.  In  1921,  however,  each  of  these  provinces 
was  divided  into  areas  designated  as  Census  Divisions. 
The  object  of  this  was  to  provide  permanent  areas, 
roughly  comparable  to  the  counties  of  Eastern  Canada, 
for  the  publication  of  census  statistics.  The  permanent 
nature  of  these  areas  facilitates  comparability  of  the 
data  assembled  from  census  to  census,  and  permits 
the  study  of  the  changing  character  of  the  personal 
and  economic  characteristics  of  the  population  residing 
within  them.  A  map  showing  the  census  divisions  and 
descriptions  outlining  the  boundaries  of  these  divisions 
is  given  for  each  province  in  Appendix  B  of  this  volume. 


(3)  Division  de  recensement.  —  Contrairement  aux  provinces 
de  l'Est,  les  provinces  des  Prairies  ne  sont  pas  divisees 
en  comtes.  Toutefois,  en  1921,  chacune  de  ces  provinces 
a  ete  divisee  en  regions  appel£es  divisions  de  recense- 
ment. Cette  division  avait  pour  objet  d'etablirdes  regions 
permanentes  a  peu  pres  comparables  aux  comtes  de  l'Est 
du  Canada  aux  fins  de  la  publication  des  statistiques  de 
recensement.  Le  caract£re  de  permanence  de  ces  regions 
facilite  la  comparaison  des  donnees  reunies  d'un  recen- 
sement a  1 'autre  et  permet  l'£tudedu  caractere  changeant 
des  attributs  personnels  et  e'conoiniques  de  la  population 
qui  y  reside.  L'appendice  B  du  present  volume  contient 
des  cartes  montrant  les  divisions  de  recensement  et  des 
descriptions  de  leurs  frontieres  pour  chaque  province. 


(4)  Metropolitan  Area.  —  In  the  case  of  the  larger  cities 
there  has  been  an  increasing  tendency  for  satellite 
communities  to  develop  in  close  proximity  to  the  city 
proper.  These  communities  may  be  incorporated  cities 
or  towns  with  their  own  fully  developed  social  services, 
etc.;  on  the  other  hand,  they  may  be  unincorporated 
parts  of  townships  either  lacking  in  these  services  or 
sharing  in  the  services  provided  by  the  parent  city. 
These  smaller  communities,  together  with  the  city  proper, 
form  a  single  large  community  called  the  "greater  city" 
or  "metropolitan  area". 


*A  farm,  for  census  purposes,  is  all  the  land  located  in  any 
one  sub-district  which  Is  directly  farmed  by  one  person  con- 
ducting agricultural  operations,  either  by  his  own  labour  or  with 
the  assistance  of  members  of  his  household  or  of  hired  employees. 
It  may  consist  of  a  single  tract  of  land,  or  of  a  number  of  separate 
tracts  held  under  different  tenures.  In  order  to  be  reported  as 
a  farm,  such  land  must  be  of  one  acre  or  more  In  extent  and  have 
produced  in  1945  agricultural  products  to  the  value  of  $50  or 
more,  or  be  under  crops  or  employed  for  pasture  in  194*5. 


(4)  Region  metropolitaine.  —  Dans  le  cas  des  grandes  villes, 
les  agglomerations  satellites  ont  de  plus  en  plus  la

Ces 
petits  centres,  ajoutes  a  la  ville  proprement  dite  torment 
de  grandes  collectivites  appeiees  "grandes  villes"  ou 
"regions  metropolitaines" 


'Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  une  ferme  comprend  toute 
l'etendue  de  terre  situee  dans  un  sous-district  quelconque  et 
cultivee  par  un  fermier  qui  l'exploite  lui-mftme  ou  avec  l'alde  de 
membres  de  son  menage  ou  de  personnes  engages.  Elle  peut  se 
composer  d'une  seule  langue  de  terre  ou  d'un  certain  nombre  de 
parcelles  dlstinctes  exploiters  sous  divers  modes  d'occupation. 
Pour  *Hre  designee  comme  une  ferme,  cette  terre  doit  etre  d'une 
acre  ou  plus  et  avoir  donne1  en  1945  pour  une  valeur  de  $50  ou 
plus  de  prodults  agricoles  ou  ptre  en  culture  ou  en  pflturage 
en  194G. 
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Ordinarily,  census  statistics  relating  to  a  city  are 
based  on  the  population  residing  within  the  boundaries 
of  the  city  proper.  Since  1941,  however,  census  publi- 
cations have  included  a  few  tables  giving  statistics 
for  metropolitan  areas,  and,  in  this  way,  have  satisfied 
a  growing  need. 

Winnipeg  is  the  only  city  in  the  Prairie  Provinces 
for  which  a  well  defined  metropolitan  area  exists.  The 
only  other  cities  large  enough  to  be  considered  -  Cal- 
gary and  Edmonton  -  had  their  boundaries  originally 
fixed  to  allow  for  considerable  expansion.  They  have, 
therefore,  not  yet  overflowed  into  surrounding  areas. 
Winnipeg's  metropolitan  area  includes  Manitoba's  second 
largest  city,  St.  Boniface,  the  smaller  urban  centres 
of  Tuxedo  and  Brooklands,  and  several  neighbouring 
rural  municipalities.  This  fringe  area  of  Winnipeg  com- 
prised 25.5  per  cent  of  the  population  of  the  entire 
metropolitan  area  at  the  time  of  the  1946  Census,  and 
it  is  growing  at  a  much  faster  rate  than  the  city  proper. 

(5)  Social  Area.  -  The  cities  of  Calgary,  Edmonton,  Regina, 
Saskatoon,  and  Winnipeg,  as  well  as  the  satellite  com- 
munities included  in  the  Metropolitan  Area  of  Winnipeg, 
have  been  sub-divided  into  so-called  "social  areas". 
The  boundaries  defining  these  areas  have  been  drawn 
up  by  the  respective  city  authorities  in  co-operation 
with  the  Census  Division.  The  work  was  completed 
prior  to  the  1941  Census  in  the  case  of  the  Metropolitan 
Area  of  Winnipeg,  and  subsequent  to  that  date  for  the 
other  four  cities.  These  social  areas  were  established 
permanently  in  order  to  facilitate  the  comparison  of 
statistical  data  from  census  to  census  for  purposes  of 
studying  the  demographic,  social,  and  economic  con- 
ditions existing  therein.  Furthermore,  the  division  of 
the  total  area  of  each  city  concerned  was  so  designed 
as  to  establish  social  area  units  of  fairly  uniform  size 
in  so  far  as  this  was  possible,  while  at  the  same  time 
retaining  a  relatively  homogeneous  population  with 
respect  to  such  important  factors  as  ethnic  origin,  social- 
economic  activities  of  the  gainful  workers,  etc.,  within 
the  boundaries  of  each  social  area. 


D'ordinaire,  la  statistique  de  recensement  relative  a 
une  ville  est  basee  sur  la  population  qui  vit  en  deca  des 
limites  de  la  ville  proprement  dite.  Depuis  1941,  toute- 
fois,  les  publications  de  recensement  contiennent  quel- 
ques  tableaux  donnant  la  statistique  des  regions  ine'tro- 
politaines ,  r£pondant  ainsi  a  un  besoin  qui  va s'accentuant. 

Winnipeg  est  la  seule  ville  des  provinces  des  Prairies 
ou  il  existe  une  region  metropolitaine  bien  d£finie.  Les 
seules  autres  villes  assez  grandes  pour  qu'on  en  tienne 
compte  sont  Calgary  et  Edmonton.  A  l'origine,  cependant, 
leurs  frontieres  ont  6t6  delimiteesen  vued'une  expansion 
considerable  de  sorte  qu'elles  n'ont  pas  encore  d£ferle 
sur  les  regions  environnantes.  La  region  metropolitaine 
de  Winnipeg  comprend  la  deuxiSme  ville  du  Manitoba  en 
importance,  Saint-Boniface,  les  petits  centres  urbains  de 
Tuxedo  et  de  Brooklands  et  diverses  municipalites  rurales 
voisines.  Cette  region  pe>iph6rique  de  Winnipeg  r£unit 
25.5  pour  cent  de  la  population  de  la  region  metropolitaine 
au  moment  du  recensement  de  1946  et  elle  grandit  a  une 
cadence  beaucoup  plus  rapide  que  la  ville  proprement  dite. 

(5)  Zone  sociale.  —  Les  cites  de  Calgary,  Edmonton,  Regina, 
Saskatoon  et  Winnipeg,  de  mfime  que  les  collectivites 
satellites  de  la  region  metropolitaine  de  Winnipeg,  ont 
ete  subdivisees  en  zones  dites  "zones  sociales".  Les 
limites  de  ces  zones  ont  6te  fixers  par  les  autorit^s 
municipales  de  chacune  de  ces  villes  en  collaboration 
avec  la  Division  du  recensement.  Dans  le  casde  la  region 
metropolitaine  de  Winnipeg,  cette  subdivision  £tait  ter- 
minee  pour  le  recensement  de  1941.  Elle  le  fut  dans  la 
suite  pour  les  quatre  autres  villes.  Ces  zones  sociales 
ont  et6  etablies  en  permanence  afin  de  faciliter  la  compa- 
raison  des  donnees  statistiques  d'un  recensement  a 
1' autre  dans  l'etude  des  conditions  ddmographiques,  so- 
ciales et  £conomiques  qui  y  regnent.

gene  en  ce  qui  concerne  les  facteurs  importants  tels  que 
l'origine    ethnique,    l'activite    sociale-£conomique,    etc. 


Explanations  of  concepts  used  in  the  tables  of  this 
volume.  —  Many  of  the  terms  used  in  this  volume,  such  as 
building,  dwelling,  and  family,  are  familiar  concepts.  This 
very  familiarity  has  led  to  a  certain  looseness  in  their 
usage  in  everyday  language,  which  makes  them  unsuitable 
for  statistical  measurement  until  they  have  been  more  sharp- 
ly defined.  Although  these  special  definitions  used  for 
census  purposes  do  not  depart  needlessly  from  common 
usage,  they  do  point  up  certain  aspects  of  the  things  being 
counted  in  more  detail  than  is  usually  required  for  most 
other  purposes.  The  following  explanations  are  given  of 
terms  used  in  this  volume  whose  meanings  are  not  at  once 
obvious.  A  number  of  these  explanations  are  excerpts  from 
the  Instructions  to  Commissioners  and  Enumerators,  and 
are  thus  the  definitions  with  which  the  enumerators  were 
furnished: 


(1)  Building.  —  A  building,  for  census  purposes,  is  any 
structure  or  place  in  which  one  or  more  persons  usually 
live.  It  may  consist  of  one  dwelling  unit  only,  as  a 
single  house,  or  two  or  more  dwellings,  as  an  apartment 
block,  duplex,  row  or  terrace,  semi-detached  or  double 
house,  etc.  It  may  consist  partly  of  residential  dwellings 
and  partly  of  business  premises.  A  building  may  be 
also  a  tent,  a  railway  car,  a  store,  a  trailer,  or  any 
other  place  used  for  human  habitation. 


(2)  Dwelling.  —  A  dwelling  is  a  structurally  separate  set 
of  self-contained  living  premises  having  its  own  en- 
trance from  outside  of  the  building  containing  it,  or 
from  a  common  passage  or  stairway  inside.  Each  of  the 
following  will  be  counted  as  one  dwelling: 

(a)  Each  single  house. 

(b)  Each  apartment  or  suite   of  rooms  in  an  apartment 
house,  duplex,  or  triplex. 

(c)  Each  flat  in  a  building  containing  flats. 


Explication  des  concepts  en  usage  dans  les  tableaux  du 
present  volume.  —  Plusieurs  des  terrr.es  employes  dans  le 
present  volume,  tels  que  maison,  logement  et  famille,  sont 
des  concepts  familiers.  La  connaissance  mfime  de  ces  con- 
cepts a  entrain^,  dans  leur  emploi  en  langage  commun,  une 
certaine  laxite,  ce  qui  les  rend  impropres  aux  calculs  statis- 
tiques jusqu'a  ce  qu'ils  soient  definis  plus  nettement.  Bien 
que  les  definitions  speciales  employees  aux  fins  du  recen- 
sement ne  s'^cartent  pas  inutilement  de  l'usage  commun, 
elles  mettent  en  relief  certains  aspects  des  choses  qui  sont 
compters  avec  plus  de  details  que  ne  l'exigent  d'habitude  la 
plupart  des  autres  fins.  Les  explications  suivantes  sont 
donnees  des  termes  employes  dans  le  present  volume  et  dont 
le  sens  ne  ressort  pas  au  premier  coup  d'oeil.  Un  certain 
nombre  de  ces  explications  sont  tiroes  des  Instructions  aux 
commissaires  et  enume'rateurs  et  constituent  les  definitions 
qui  ont  ete  donn£es  aux  enumerateurs. 

(1)  Maison.  —  Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  une  maison  est 
tout  edifice  ou  tout  batiment  dans  lequel  vivent  ordinai- 
rement  une  ou  plusieurs  personnes.  Elle  peut  ne  contenir 
qu'une  seule  unite  de  logement,  comme  une  maison  a 
logement  unique,  ou  deux  logements  ou  plus,  comme  une 
maisond'appartements,  un  duplex,  une  rangee  ou  terrasse, 
une  maison  semi-detachee  ou  double,  etc.  Elle  peut 
comprendre  a  la  fois,  des  pieces  d'habitation  et  des  lo- 
caux  d'affaires.  Une  maison  peut  fitre  aussi  une  tente,  un 
wagon  de  chemin  de  fer.un  magasin,  une  remorque  et  tout 
autre  batiment  servant  a  1'habitation  humaine. 

(2)  Logement.  —  Un  logement  est  une  serie  structuralement 
separ£e  de  pieces  d'habitation  independantes  ayant  leur 
entree  particuliere  de  1'exterieur  de  la  maison  qui  les 
contient  ou  sur  un  corridor  ou  un  escalier  communs 
interieurs.   Peuvent  &tre   comptes   comme  un   logement: 

a)  Chaque  maison  a  logement  unique. 

b)  Chaque    appartement   ou    suite    de   pieces    dans    une 
maison  d'appartements,  un  duplex  ou  un  triplex. 

c)  Chaque    plain-pied    dans    une   maison   contenant   des 
plain-pied. 
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(d)  Each  section  (or  so-called   "house")  of  a  row  or 
terrace. 

(e)  Each  half  of  a  semi-detached  or  double  house. 

Persons  living  in  structurally  separate  quarters, 
either  at  the  back  or  above  business  premises  such  as 
a  laundry,  a  grocery  store,  etc.,  will  be  enumerated  as 
living  in  a  separate  dwelling. 

Any  housekeeping  unit  which  is  alone  in  a  building 
is  a  separate  dwelling.  This  applies  to  cabins,  or  the 
caretaker's  establishment  in  a  corner  of  the  factory  if 
he  has  no  other  home. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  often  happens  that  several 
rooms  in  a  dwelling  are  equipped  for  "light  housekeep- 
ing" and  sublet  to  a  family  or  other  group.  They  may 
be  readily  identified  by  the  fact  that  the  occupants  have 
to  share  household  facilities,  such  as  bathroom,  kitchen, 
or  common  hallway,  with  other  households  living  in  the 
house.  These  rooms  do  not  constitute  a  separate  dwelling 
and  should  not  be  numbered  as  such. 

Single  rooms  in  a  lodging  or  rooming  house  are  only 
separate  dwellings  if  they  have  cooking  facilities,  and 
if  the  tenants  have  access  to  the  street  either  directly 
or  through  a  common  passageway.  Such  a  passageway 
must  not  be  a  part  of  anyone  else's  dwelling. 


d)  Chaque  section  (ou  soi-disant  maison)  d'une  ranged 
ou  terrasse. 

e)  Chaque  moitie  d'une  maison  semi-d£tachee  ou  double. 

Les  personnes  qui  vivent  dans  des  lieux  structurale- 
ment  se'par^s,  soit  a  l'arrlere  ou  au-dessus  de  locaux 
d'affaires,  tels  qu'une  buanderie,  une  6picerie,  etc.,  sont 
denombre'es  comme  habitant  un  logement  se'pare'. 

Toute  unite  m£nag£re  habitant  seule  une  maison  est 
un  logement  distinct.  C'est  le  cas  de  la  cabine  ou  du 
logement  du  gardien  d'une  usine  qui  n'a  d'autre  logis 
qu'un  coin  dans  celle-ci. 

D'autre  part,  il  arrive  souvent  que  di verses  pieces 
dans  un  logement  sont  ame'nag^es  sommairement  et  sous- 
loupes  a  une  autre  famille  ou  a  un  autre  groupe  de  per- 
sonnes. II  est  facile  de  les  reconnaitre  parce  que  les 
occupants  doivent  partager  1* usage  de  certaines  coramo- 
dit6s  m£nageres  telles  que  la  salle  de  bain,  la  cuisine, 
le  corridor,  avec  les  autres  manages  qui  habitent  la 
maison.  Ces  pieces  ne  constituent  pas  un  logement 
distinct  et  ne  doivent  pas  compter  comme  tel. 

Les  chambres  dans  les  maisons  de  logeurs  ou  de 
chambres  ne  sont  conslde>6es  comme  logements  s6par£s 
que  si  elles  sont  pourvues  des  commoditfes  de  cuisson  et 
si  les  locataires  ont  acces  a  la  rue  soit  directement,  soit 
par  un  corridor  commun.  Ce  corridor  ne  doit  faire  partie 
du  logement  d'aucune  autre  personne. 


(a)  Single  house.  —  This  type  of  dwelling  consists  of 
a  permanent  structure  in  which  there  is  only  one 
self-contained  dwelling  unit;  it  is  commonly  spoken 
of  as  a  "single"  or  "detached"  house.  If,  however, 
a  single  house  has  been  converted  into  two  or  more 
structurally  self-contained  dwelling  units  having 
separate  entrances  from  outside  or  from  a  common 
passage  or  stairway  inside,  it  loses  its  status  as 
a  single  house  and  becomes  a  semi-detached  house 
or  apartment  building  as  the  case  may  be.  (See  defi- 
nitions of  semi-detached  house  and  apartment  below.) 


(b)  Semi-detached  house.  —  A  semi-detached  house  con- 
tains two  separate  and  distinct  dwellings  with  sep- 
arate entrances  under  one  roof,  with  a  partition 
wall  running  through  it  from  cellar  to  attic  and 
making  of  each  part  a  complete  home. 

(c)  Apartment  and  flat.  —  Apartments  (or  suites)  refer 
to  dwelling  units  in  a  house,  building,  or  apartment 
"block",  divided  into  self-contained  home  units 
with  separate  individual  entrances  inside  the  build- 
ing, or  a  common  or  a  sectional  access  to  the  street. 
Apartments  are  grouped  with  flats  for  census  pur- 
poses, the  latter  differing  from  apartments  in  that 
each  home  or  dwelling  unit  usually  has  a  separate 
street  entrance.  Also  included  in  this  category  is 
the  "duplex"  type,  a  term  sometimes  used  to  denote 
houses  with  two  complete  homes,  one  on  the  first 
and  the  other  on  the  second  storey. 


(d)  Row  or  terrace.  -  This  type  is  similar  to  the  semi- 
detached house  as  described  above,  except  that 
it  contains  three  or  more  dwellings  separated  by 
partition  walls  from  cellar  to  attic  instead  of  two 
as  in  the  semi-detached  dwelling. 

(e)  Other  types.  —  In  this  category  will  be  included  any 
other  types  of  dwelling  lived  in  which  are  not  listed 
above,  such  as  a  railway  car,  trailer,  tent,  etc. 


(f)  Dwellings  in  institutions.  -  The  dwellings  thus  far 
discussed  are  ordinary  dwellings  in  the  sense  that 
they  are  designed  to  accomodate  a  single  family 
or  other  small  group  of  persons.  However,  the  whole 
population  does  not  live  under  these  conditions. 
Some  persons,  through  necessity  or  choice,  live  In 
an  institutional  type  of  dwelling  of  which  the  most 
common  are  hospitals,  sanatoria,  homes  for  the  aged, 
Y.M.C.A.'s,    Y.W.C.A.'s,    clubs,    relief    camps,    mil- 


a)  Maison  a  logement  unique.—  Ce  genre  de  logement  est 
un  Edifice  permanent  qui  ne  contient  qu'une  unite1  de 
logement  independante;  on  l'appelle  communement 
"maison  a  logement  unique"  ou  maison  "de"tacheV. 
Si,  to'utefois,  une  maison  a  logement  unique  a  £te 
transformed  en  deux  ou  plusieurs  logements  ind^pen- 
dants  et  structuralement  s6par£s  et  ayant,  chacun.son 
entree  particuliere  de  l'extexieur  ou  sur  un  corridor  ou 
un  escalier  int£rieur  commun,  elle  perd  son  caractere 
de  maison  a  logement  unique  et  devient  une  maison 
semi-d£tachee  ou  une  maison  d'appartements,  selon 
le  cas.  (Voir  les  definitions  de  maison  semi-d6tachee 
et  d'appartement  ci-dessous.) 

b)  Maison  semi-detachee,  —  Une  maison  semi-detachee 
contient  deux  logements  separSs  et  distincts  ayant 
chacun  son  entree  sous  le  m6me  toit  et  divises  par  un 
mur  allant  de  la  cave  jusqu'au  grenier  et  faisant  de 
chacun  un  logement  complet. 

c)  Appartement  et  plain-pied.  —  Les  appartements  ou 
"suites"sont  desunit£sde  logement  dans  une  maison, 
un  Edifice  ou  une  maison  d'appartements  divisees  en 
logis  ind£pendants  ayant  leur  entree  particuliere  a 
l'interieur  de  l'immeuble  ou  un  acces  commun  ou  par 
une  des  sections  de  I'edifice  a.  la  rue.  Les  apparte- 
ments sont  grouped  avec  les  plain-pied  pour  les 
besoins  du  recensement.  Ces  derniers  different  cepen- 
dant  des  appartements  en  ce  que  chaque  logis  ou  unite 
de  logement  a  d 'habitude  un  acces  particulier  a  la 
rue.  Cette  categorie  comprend  aussi  les  "duplex", 
terrne  parfois  employe  pour  designer  les  maisons 
contenant  deux  logements  complets,  l'un  au  rez-de- 
chaussee  et  1'autre  a  l'6tage  supe>ieur. 

d)  Kan  gee  ou  terrasse.  —  Ce  genre  de  construction  est 
semblable  a  la  maison  semi-d6tach6ede'criteci-dessus, 
sauf  qu'elle  contient  trois  logements  ou  plus  separ£s 
par  des  murs  qui  vont  de  la  cave  au  grenier  et  non 
deux  seulement  comme  la  maison  semi-detachee. 

e)  Autres  genres.  —  Dans  cette  categorie  entreront  tous 
les  autres  genres  de  logements  qui  ne  sont  pas  6nu- 
rneres  ci-dessus,  tels  qu'un  wagon  de  chemin  de  fer, 
une  remorque,  une  tente,  etc. 

f)  Logements    dans    les    institutions.  —  Les    logements 

decrits  jusqu'ici  sont  des  logements  ordinaires,  des- 
tines a  etre  occup^s  par  des  families  uniques  ou 
d'autres  petlts  groupes  de  personnes.  Toute  la  popu- 
lation, cependant,  ne  vit  pas  dans  ces  conditions. 
Certaines  personnes,  par  n6cessit£ou  par  choix,  vivent 
dans  des  institutions  dont  les  genres  les  plus  fre- 
quents sont  leshopitaux,  les  sanatoriums,  les  hospices 
pour   les   vieillards,    le   Y.M.C.A.,   le  Y.W.C.A.,    les 
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itary  camps,  converts,  monasteries,  hostels,  mis- 
sions, penitentiaries,  and  reformatories.  The  officials, 
guests,  or  inmates  of  such  institutions  who  belong 
to  one  general  housekeeping  community  within  the 
institution  are  considered  as  living  in  one  dwelling, 
and  tlus  dwelling  is  classed  as  an  institutional 
dwelling.  But  where  officers  or  staff  members  live 
in  structurally  separate  quarters  carrying  on  their 
own  housekeeping  they  are  considered  as  living 
in  separate  dwellings  (usually  classified  as  apart- 
ments), even  though  these  dwellings  may  be  part 
of  the  institutional  building. 


(g)  Hotels.  —  Transient  hotel  guests  are  enumerated 
at  their  homes  rather  than  at  the  hotel  where  they 
happen  to  be  staying  at  the  time  of  the  enumerator's 
call.  On  the  other  hand,  permanent  hotel  residents 
and  transient  guests  who  have  no  other  homes,  as 
well  as  resident  officials  and  members  of  the  staff, 
are  enumerated  at  the  hotel.  These  are  grouped 
together  to  form  one  large  hotel  household,  unless 
certain  of  these  persons  occupy  separate  suites 
consisting  of  several  rooms  in  which  meals  are 
prepared  or  served.  Such  suites  are  counted  as 
separate  dwellings,  and  are  in  many  respects  anal- 
ogous to  the  separate  suites  sometimes  found  in 
institutions.  An  apartment  hotel  has  as  many  dwell- 
ings as  there  are  apartment  units,  independently 
of   whether   meals    are    cooked   separately   in   each. 


In  general,  hotel  and  institutional  dwellings  and 
households  have  been  omitted  from  the  tables  of 
this  volume,  in  order  that  a  truer  picture  may  be 
presented  of  the  housing  characteristics  of  the  great 
majority  of  persons  who  live  in  ordinary  private 
dwellings.  However,  for  the  purpose  of  having  one 
source  of  inclusive  figures, Tables  4,  5,  and  6  present 
figures  depicting  the  dwelling,  household,  and  family 
characteristics  of  the  entire  population,  including 
persons  living  in  hotels  and  institutions. 

(3)  Tenure.  —  In  the  1946  Census,  the  question  was  asked 
of  each  household  head  whether  he  owned  or  rented 
the  dwelling  in  which  he  lived.  Dwellings  have  thereby 
been  classified  as  owner-occupied  or  tenant-occupied, 
in  accordance  with  the  answers  given  to  this  question. 

Tenant-occupied  dwellings  include  a  number  of  cases 
where  no  rent  is  paid.  This  arises  in  cases  where 
janitors,  clergymen  or  other  persons  are  provided  with 
living  quarters  as  part  payment  for  their  services. 


(4)  Value  of  dwelling.  —  Owner-occupied  single  type  non- 
farm  homes  are  classified  according  to  the  current 
value  placed  upon  them  by  their  owners.  Enumerators 
were  asked  to  guide  the  respondent  in  his  estimate 
by  pointing  out  that  the  amount  desired  was  the  amount 
for  which  the  dwelling  would  sell  at  the  time  of  the 
census  if  the  owner  were  willing  to  sell  to  a  willing 
buyer.  The  value  of  the  land  on  which  the  dwelling  is 
located  and  the  value  of  garages  on  the  property  is 
included  in  the  figure  showing  value  of  dwelling. 

(5)  Monthly  rent.  —  Tenant-occupied  non-farm  homes  are 
classified  according  to  the  amount  of  the  rent  paid  or 
to  be  paid  for  the  month  of  May,  1946  —  that  is,  the 
rent  for  the  dwelling  occupied  by  the  household  being 
enumerated.  If  but  one  rental  is  paid  both  for  a  dwelling 
and  for  business  premises  in  the  same  building,  the 
estimated  rental  value  of  the  store  or  business  premises 
is  deducted  from  the  total  rent  paid.  In  the  case  of 
doctors'  offices,  hairdressing  quarters,  etc.,  which  are 
part  of  a  dwelling,  no  deduction  is  made. 

Where  two  or  more  families  or  individuals  living  in 
the  same  dwelling  pay  rent  separately  to  the  landlord 
of  the  dwelling,  the  total  payment  made  by  all  is  taken 
as  the  rent  for  this  dwelling. 

(6)  Rooms  per  dwelling.  —  The  tabulation  of  rooms  per 
dwelling  refers  to  the  number  of  rooms  in  the  dwelling 
unit  used  for  living  quarters.  Rooms  vacant  for  the  time

g)  Hotels.  —  Les  clients  d'h6tel  de  passage  sont  d6nom- 
bres  a  leur  domicile  plutot  qu'a  l'hotel  oil  ils  se 
trouvent  lors  de  la  visite  de  l'e'numerateur.  D'autre 
part,  les  r^sidants  permanents  de  l'h6tel  et  les  per- 
sonnes  de  passage  qui  n'ont  pas  d'autre  domicile,  de 
meme  que  les  administrateurs  et  les  membres  du  per- 
sonnel qui  demeurent  a  l'hotel  sont  denombres  a 
l'hotel.  Ceux-ci  sont  grouped  et  forment  un  seul  mana- 
ge d'hfitel,  a  moins  que  certains  d'entre  eux  occupent 
des  series  de  pieces  se'pare'es  contenant  plusieurs 
chambres  ou  les  repas  sont  prepares  et  servis.  Ces 
series  de  pieces  constituent  des  logements  scare's 
et,  a  maints  points  de  vue,  sont  semblables  aux  series 
de  pieces  separees  qu'on  rencontre  parfois  dans  les 
institutions.  Un  hfttel  d 'appartements  contient  autant 
de  logements  que  d'unites  d'appartements,  que  les 
repas  ysoient  prepares  separeinent  ounon  danschacun. 

En  general,  les  menages  d'institution  et  d'hfltel 
ont  ete  omis  des  tableaux  du  present  volume  afin  de 
donner  une  indication  plus  authentique  des  caracteris- 
tiques  de  l'habitation  relatives  a.  la  grande  majority 
de  personnes  qui  habitent  des  logements  ordinaires. 
Toutefois,  aux  fins  d'etablir  une  source  complete  de 
chiffres,  les  tableaux  4,  5  et  6  contiennent  des  donnSes 
decrivant  les  caracteristiques  du  logement,  du  manage 
et  de  la  famille  pour  toute  la  population,  y  compris  les 
personnes  qui  viventdans  lesh6telset  les  institutions. 

(3)  Mode  d'occupation.  —  Au  recensement  de  1946,  on  a  de- 
mande  a  chaque  chef  de  menage  s'il  etait  proprietaire  ou 
locataire  de  la  maison  qu'il  habitait.  De  cette  facon,  les 
logements  sont  classes  selon  qu'ils  sont  occup^s  par 
leurs  proprietaires  ou  par  des  locataires,  d'apres  les 
reponses  faites  a  la  question. 

II  y  a  parmi  les  logements  occupes  par  des  locataires, 
certains  cas  ou  aucun  loyer  n'est  paye\  Par  exemple,  la 
oil  des  quartiers  d'habitation  sont  foumis  aux  concierges, 
aux  ministres  du  culte  ou  a  d'autres  personnes  en  remu- 
neration partielle  de  leurs  services. 

(4)  Valeur  du  logement.  —  Les  maisons  non  agricoles  a  loge- 
ment unique  occupees  par  leurs  proprietaires  sont  class^es 
d'apres  la  valeur  courante  qui  leur  est  attribute  par  ceux- 
ci.  Les  enumerateurs  ont  recu  instruction  d'aider  le 
repondant  dans  son  estimation  en  lui  faisant  remarquer 
que  lemontant  d§sir£  etait  celui  moyennant  lequel  il  ven- 
drait  librement  au  moment  du  recensement  s'il  trouvait 
acquereur.  La  valeur  du  terrain  oil  est  situ6  le  logement 
et  celle  des  garages  font  partie  de  la  valeur  du  logement. 


(5)  Loyer  mensuel.  —  Les  maisons  non  agricoles  occupees 
par  des  locataires  sont  classees  d'apres  le  loyer  mensuel 
ou  le  loyer  devant  etre  pay6  pour  le  mois  de  mai  1946, 
i.e.,  le  loyer  du  logement  occupe  par  le  menage  recensG. 
Si  un  loyer  unique  est  verse  pour  un  logement  et  des 
locaux  d'affaires  dans  la  meme  maison,  la  valeur  de  loca- 
tion estimative  du  magasin  ou  des  locaux  d'affaires  est 
d£duite  du  loyer  total.  Dans  le  cas  des  bureaux  de  mede- 
cins,  des  salons  de  coiffure,  etc.,  qui  font  partie  du 
logement,  aucune  deduction  n'est  faite. 

La  ou  deux  families  ou  deux  particuliers  ou  plus 
vivant  dans  le  meme  logement  payent  chacun  leur  loyer 
au  proprietaire,  le  paiement  total  est  inscrit  comme  loyer 
du  logement. 

(6)  Nombre  de  pieces  par  logement.  —  Le  nombre  de  pieces 
par  logement  veut  dire  le  nombre  de  pieces  qui  servent  a 
l'habitation   dans    une    unit6    de   logement.    Les    pieces 
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being  are  included  if  they  are  suitable  for  occupancy. 
The  following  are  not  counted  as  rooms:  rooms  used 
solely  for  business  purposes;  halls,  bathrooms,  closets, 
pantries,  and  alcoves;  attics  and  basements,  unless 
finished  off  for  living  purposes;  summer  kitchens, 
sunrooms,  and  verandas,  unless  enclosed  suitably  for 
occupancy  at  all  seasons.  "Kitchenettes"  are  included 
if  the  normal  kitchen  functions  are  carried  out  therein, 
and  if  they  contain,  as  a  minimum,  cooking  facilities 
(such  as  a  stove  or  range),  and  a  sink  or  tub. 


(7)  Crowded  dwelling  (crowded  household).  —  For  census 
purposes,  a  crowded  dwelling  (household)  has  been 
defined  as  one  with  less  than  one  room  per  person, 
that  is,  one  in  which  the  number  of  persons  exceeds 
the  number  of  rooms  occupied.  This  criterion  of  crowding 
admittedly  leaves  out  of  consideration  some  important 
factors  relating  to  genuine  crowding,  such  as  floor 
space,  cupboard  space,  age  and  sex  differences  within 
the  household,  etc.  However,  the  loss,  by  using  this 
simplified  approach,  is  not  as  great  as  it  might  at  first 
appear.  General  trends  in  crowding  are  reflected  with 
a  fair  degree  of  accuracy,  and  comparisons  in  the 
extent  of  crowding  between  similar  types  of  localities 
can  be  made  with  some  assurance. 


(8)  Exterior  material.  —  This  refers  to  the  principal  ex- 
terior material  used  in  the  construction  of  the  building. 
Brick  veneer,  that  is,  one  layer  of  brick  over  wood, 
is  included  with  "brick";  but  imitation  brick  is  record- 
ed under  "other".  "Other"  also  includes  such  mate- 
rials as  concrete,  metals,  (as  for  railway  cars  or 
trailers),  and  canvas. 


(9)  Heating  system.  —  Many  homes  employ  more  than  one 
type  of  heating  equipment  —  e.g.,  a  furnace  for  use 
in  the  winter  months  and  a  cookstove  for  use  in  the 
late  fall  and  early  spring.  Since  the  census  required 
only  one  entry  under  this  heading,  it  was  left  for  the 
householder  to  determine  in  such  cases  which  type 
of  heating  equipment  was  the  principal  one. 


(10)  Central  heating.  —  This  refers  to  a  fairly  recent  de- 
velopment in  home  heating,  where  the  heat  is  generated 
at  a  central  heating  plant,  and  distributed  by  means 
of  pipes  to  dwellings  scattered  over  a  fairly  wide  area. 
Winnipeg  was  the  only  city  or  town  included  in  the 
1946  Housing  Census  which  employed  this  form  of 
heating  for  homes. 

(11)  Kitchen  and  separate  living  room.  —  In  Table  77  crowded 
and  uncrowded  dwellings  are  classified  according  to 
their  kitchen  and  living  room  accommodation.  A  room 
is  considered  to  be  a  kitchen  if  it  possesses  the  usual 
kitchen  facilities  such  as  a  stove  and  a  sink,  regard- 
less of  whether  or  not  it  is  also  used  for  other  purposes 
such  as  dining  or  sleeping.  A  separate  living  room, 
however,  refers  to  a  room  used  exclusively  as  a  living 
room;  in  other  words,  bed-sitting  rooms,  combination 
living  and  dining  rooms,  etc.,  are  not  included  in  the 
category  "separate  living  room"

(7)  Logement  encombre  (menage  encombre).  —  Pour  les  fins 
du  recensetnent,  le  logement  (manage)  encombre*  est  celui 
qui  ne  contient  pas  au  rnoins  une  piece  par  personne, 
c'est-a-dire  un  logement  od  le  nombre  de  personnes  est 
plus  eleve*  que  le  nombre  de  pieces  occupies.  II  est  re- 
connu  que  ce  critere  d'encombrement  ne  tient  pas  compte 
de  certains  elements  d'encombrement  authentique  tels 
que  l'aire,  l'e space  consacre"  aux armoires,  les  differences 
d'age  et  de  sexe  au  sein  d'un  meme  manage,  etc.  Cette 
m^thode  simplified  d'evaluer  l'encombrement  ne  cause 
pas  une  difference  aussi  marquee  qu'on  pourrait  le  croire 
a  prime  abord.

(8)  Materiau  d'exterieur.  —  II  s'agit  du  principal  materiau 
d'exterieur  employe  dans  la  construction  de  la  maison. 
Les  revetements  de  brique,  c'est-a-dire  une  epaisseur  de 
brique  sur  du  bois,  sont  compte1  s  comme  "brique";  mais 
la  similibrique  est  classed  sous  "autre".  "Autre"  cota- 
prend  aussi  des  matenaux  tels  que  le  beton,  le  metal, 
(comme  pour  les  wagons  de  chemin  de  fer,  les  remorques) 
et  la  toile. 

(9)  Systeme  de  chauffage.  —  Plusieurs  maisons  emploient 
plus  d'un  genre  d'appareil  de  chauffage— e.g.,  une  four- 
naise  pour  usage  durant  les  mois  d'hiver  et  un  poGle  de 
cuisine  pour  la  fin  de  1'automne  et  le  d£but  du  printemps. 
Comme  le  recensement  n'exige  qu'une  inscription  sous 
cette  rubrique.il  a  ete  laisse1  auchef  du  manage  de  deter- 
miner, dans  pareils  cas,  quel  etait  le  principal  appareil 
en  usage. 

(10)  Chauffage  central.  -  II  s'agit  ici  d'un  perfectionnement 
relativement  recent  dans  le  chauffage  des  maisons.  La 
chaleur  est  produite  dans  une  chaufferie  centrale  et  dis- 
tribuee  au  moyen  de  tuyaux  a  des  logements  disperses 
sur  une superficie relativement  etendue.  En  1946,  Winnipeg 
etait  la  seule  cite  ou  ville  a  employer  ce  mode  de  chauf- 
fage des  maisons. 

(11)  Cuisine  et  living-room  separe.  —Dans  le  tableau  77,  les 
logements  encombres  et  les  logements  non  encombres 
sont  classes  selon  qu'ils  ont  ou  non  une  cuisine  et  un 
living-room.  Une  piece  est  consideree  comme  une  cuisine 
si  elle  est  pourvue  des  commodites  ordinaires  telles  qu'un 
poele  et  un  evier,  qu'elle  serve  ou  non  a  d'autres  fins 
telles  que  de  salle  a  manger  ou  de  chambre  a  coucher.  Un 
living-room  separe\  cependant,  est  une  piece  servant 
exclusivement  comme  tel;  en  d'autres  termes,  les  pieces 
avec  divan,  les  salles  a  manger  et  les  living-rooms  com- 
bines, etc,ne  figurent  pas  dans  la  categorie  "living-room 
separe". 


(12)  Exclusive  and  shared  use  of  bath  and  toilet  facilities.  — 

Exclusive  use  of  bath  or  toilet  facilities  means  that 
such  facilities  in  a  dwelling  are  used  by  the  members 
of  that  particular  household  only.  Shared  use  implies 
the  use  of  the  same  bath  or  toilet  facilities  by  more 
than  one  household.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  use 
of  these  facilities  by  lodgers  or  members  of  lodging 
families  does  not  constitute  shared  use,  since  such 
lodgers  are  members  of  the  household  for  which  these 
facilities  have  been  provided.  It  may,  at  first,  appear 
contradictory  to  stipulate  that  a  dwelling  must  be  self- 
contained  and  structurally  separate,  and  yet  permit  the 
sharing  of  bath  and  toilet  facilities.  However,  many 
apartment  hotels,  as  well  as  low  rent  tenement  houses, 
contain  separate  suites,  self-contained  except  for  a 
common  bathroom  which  serves  all  the  suites  on  one 


(12)  Usage  exclusif  ou  partage  des  commodites  de  bain  et  de 
toilette.  —  Usage  exclusif  des  commodites  de  bain  ou  de 
toilette  veut  dire  que  ces  commodites  dans  un  logement 
ne  servent  qu'aux  membresdu  menage  qui  l'occupe.  Usage 
partage  veut  dire  qu'elles  servent  a  plus  d'un  menage.  II 
faut  remarquer  que  l'usage  de  ces  commodites  par  les 
logeurs  ou  les  membres  de  families  logeuses  ne  veut  pas 
dire  usage  partage  puisque  ces  logeurs  font  partie  du 
menage  auquel  ces  commodites  sont  fournies.  II  peut 
sembler  contradictoire,.  a  prime  abord,  de  dire  qu'un  loge- 
ment doit  etre  independant  et  structuralement  separe  d'un 
autre  et  par  ailleurs  perniettre  l'usage  en  commun  des 
commodites  de  bain  et  de  toilette.

Again,  such  dwellings  as 
converted  army  huts  and  trailer  camps  are  frequently 
provided  with  separate  buildings  set  aside  as  central 
washrooms  equipped  with  running  water  and  toilet 
facilities,  and  shared  by  all  households.  It  was  con- 
sidered that  these  constituted  another  acceptable  case 
of  separate  dwellings  (households),  sharing  bath  and 
toilet  facilities. 


(13)  Living  conveniences.  —  By  living  conveniences,  in 
the  census  of  housing,  is  meant  the  possession  of 
such  household  accessories  as  washing  machines, 
telephones,  vacuum  cleaners,  radios,  and  passenger 
automobiles.  The  number  and  percentage  of  dwellings 
containing  each  of  these  articles  in  turn  is  recorded. 
It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  figures  in 
this  volume  will  give  no  indication  of  the  number  of 
these  articles  in  actual  use,  since  no  record  was  made 
of  the  number  of  radios,  etc.,  found  in  a  dwelling. 

(14)  Mortgages.  —  The  tables  relating  to  mortgages  are 
limited  to  owner-occupied  single  type  non-farm  dwell- 
ings, as  is  the  case  with  tables  relating  to  value  of 
dwelling.  Under  the  heading  of  mortgages  are  included 
all  debts  secured  by  mortgages,  agreements  for  sale, 
deeds  of  trust,  judgments,  and  any  other  legal  instru- 
ment which  partakes  of  the  nature  of  a  mortgage  on 
the  dwellings  occupied  by  owners.  Debts  secured  by 
liens  on  furniture,  automobiles,  etc.,  are  not  included. 


In  determining  the  amount  of  mortgage  or  agreement 
for  sale  outstanding,  any  arrears  in  interest  payments, 
except  for  the  current  year,  are  included.  Enumerators 
were  supplied  with  tables  to  assist  the  home  owner 
in  the  calculation  of  mortgage  outstanding  in  cases 
where  the  mortgage  was  being  amortized  over  a  stated 
period  of  years. 

(15)  Property,  taxes.  —  The  tables  relating  to  taxes  are  also 
limited  to  owner-occupied  single  type  non-farm  dwell- 
ings. "Total  property  taxes"  refers  to  the  amount  of 
taxes  (real  estate,  water,  school,  local  improvement 
taxes,  etc.)  levied  on  the  property  for  the  last  fiscal 
year  prior  to  June  1,  1946.

(14)  Hypotheques.  —  Les  tableaux  relatifs  aux  hypotheques 
sont  limits  auxmaisons  non  agricoles  a  logement  unique 
occupees  par  leurs  proprie'taires.  II  en  est  de  mfime  aussi 
dans  le  cas  de  la  valeur  du  logement.  Sous  la  rubrique

(15)  Taxes  foncieres.  —  Les  tableaux  relatifs  aux  taxes  sont 
aussi  limites  aux  maisons  non  agricoles  a  logement 
unique  occupies  par  leurs  proprietaires.  Les  "taxes 
foncieres  totales"  sont  le  montant  des  taxes  (immeubles, 
eau,  ecole,  ameliorations  locales,  etc..)  preieve  sur  la 
propriety  au  cours  de  la  derniere  annee  financiere  ante- 
rieure  au  ler  juin  1946. 


(16)  Household.  —  A  household,  for  census  purposes,  in- 
cludes all  persons  living  in  a  dwelling,  irrespective 
of  whether  or  not  they  are  related  to  each  other  by 
ties  of  kinship.  The  number  of  households  will,  there- 
fore, be  the  same  as  the  number  of  occupied  dwellings 
for  any  given  area. 


(16)  Menage,  —  Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  un  manage 
comprend  toutes  les  personnes  qui  vivent  dans  un  loge- 
ment, qu'elles  soient  ou  non  apparentees  par  les  liens  du 
sang.  Le  nombre  de  manages  sera,  en  consequence,  le 
ra6me  que  celui  des  logements  occupes  dans  une  region 
donnee. 


(17)  Household  head.  —  For  census  purposes,  there  must 
be  a  head  to  each  household.  In  general,  the  person 
on  whom  falls  the  chief  responsibility  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  household  is  enumerated  as  "head". 
However,  when  husband  and  wife  or  parents  and  un- 
married children  live  in  the  same  household,  the  husband 
is  always  reported  as  "head"  rather  than  the  wife, 
and  the  parent  rather  than  an  unmarried  child.  When 
brothers  and  sisters  comprise  a  household,  usually 
the  eldest  is  reported  as  the  "head".  When  a  household 
consists  of  several  unrelated  persons  who  share  house- 
keeping facilities  on  a  partnership  basis,  one  of  them 
is  arbitrarily  chosen  as  "head"  and  the  others  enu- 
merated as  "partners". 


(17)  Chef  du  menage.  —  Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  chaque 
menage  doit  avoir  son  chef.  En  general,  la  personne  qui 
a  la  responsabilite  principale  de  l'entretien  du  menage 
est  recensee  comme  "chef".

(18)  Family*.  —  A  family  consists  of  husband  and  wife 
(with  or  without  children)  or  a  parent  with  an  unmarried 
child  (or  children)  living  together  in  the  same  house- 
keeping community.  In  the  census  the  family  is  thus 
distinguished  by  a  blood  or  marriage  relationship  as 
opposed  to  the  household,  which  is  based  upon  common 
living  arrangements  and  may  or  may  not  have  this 
blood  or  marriage  relationship.  In  many  cases,  of  course, 
the  family  and  the  household  comprise  the  same  group 
of  persons.

(18)  Famille*.—  Une  famille  se  compose  de  repoux  et  de 
l'epouse  (avec  ou  sans  enfants)  ou  de  l'un  des  deux  avec 
un  enfant  non  marie  ou  plus  vivant  ensemble  dans  le 
meme  groupement  menager.  Au  sens  du  recensement,  la 
famille  se  distingue  ainsi  du  menage  par  les  liens  du 
sang  ou  du  mariage.  Le  menage  repose  sur  des  arrange- 
ments de  vie  en  commun  avec  ou  sans  liens  du  sang  ou 
du  mariage.

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(19)  Children  in  families.  -  In  the  tables  of  this  volume 
giving  statistics  on  children  in  families,  only  unmarried 
children  24  years  of  age  and  under  living  at  home  are 
shown.  Single  persons  25  years  of  age  and  over,  re- 
ported as  sons  or  daughters  of  heads  of  families,  are 
not  included  in  the  count  of  children  in  the  family, 
but  are  included  in  the  count  of  total  persons  in  the 
family.  When  a  son  (or  daughter)  marries,  he  is  not 
considered  for  census  purposes  as  a  member  of  his 
parents'  family,  whether  or  not  he  continues  to  live 
with  his  parents. 

Stepchildren  and  adopted  children  have  the  same 
status  as  own  children  in  all  tables  of  this  volume. 
The  same  applies  to  guardianship  children  or  wards, 
except  that  these  must  be  minors,  that  is,  under  21 
years  of  age.  Many  of  the  families  with  single  head 
(see  Table  26)  consist  of  guardianship  children  living 
with  an  unmarried  relative,  such  as  an  uncle  or  an 
aunt. 


(19)  Nombre  d'enfants  dans  la  famllle.  —  Dans  les  tableaux du 
present  volume  qui  porte  sur  le  nombre  d'enfants  dans 
les  families,  seuls  les  enfants  non  marie s  de  24  ans  et 
moins  et  vivant  a  la  malson  sont  indiques.  Les  celiba- 
talres  de  25  ans  et  plus,  inscrits  comme  flls  et  fiJ  les  des 
chefs  de  families,  ne  sont  pas  comptes  avec  les  enfants 
dans  la  famille  mals  plutot  avec  le  nombre  de  personnes 
dans  la  famille.

(20)  Lodging   family,    related   family,    non-related   family.— 

In  the  1946  Census,  all  families  which  did  not  maintain 
their  own  households,  that  is,  families  in  which  the 
head  was  not  also  the  head  of  a  household,  were 
classified  as  "lodging  families".  These  were  further 
classified  as  "related"  or  "non-related"  lodging  fam- 
ilies, depending  upon  whether  or  not  the  family  was 
related  to  the  head  of  the  household.  Non-related 
lodging  families  consist  mainly  of  lodgers  as  defined 
below,  but  also  include  a  few  cases  of  married  servants 
or  other  employees  and  their  families. 


(20)  Families  logeuses,  families  apparentees  et  families  non 
apparentees.  —  Lors  du  recensement  de  1946,  toutes  les 
families  qui  ne  tenaient  pas  leurs  propres  menages, 
c'est-a-dire  les  families  dont  le  chef  n'etait  pas  aussi 
lechef  du  menage,  ont  eteclassees  "families  logeuses". 
Celles-ci  ont  en  outre  ete  subdivisees  en  families  lo- 
geuses "apparentees"  ou  "non  apparentees"  selon  que 
la  famille  etait  apparentee  ou  non  au  chef  du  manage. 
Les  families  logeuses  non  apparentees  se  composent 
principalement  de  logeursausens  de  la  definition  donnee 
ci-dessous,  mais  comprennent  aussi  quelques  cas  de 
serviteurs  ou  domestiques  maries  ou  d'autres  employes 
et  leurs  families. 


(21)  Lodger.  —  For  census  purposes,  a  lodger  is  a  member 
of  the  household  other  than  a  relative  or  employee  of 
the  head,  who  contributes  a  specified  amount  for  his 
living  quarters. 


(21)  Logeurs.  —  Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  un  logeur  est 
un  membre  du  menage  autre  qu'un  parent  ou  un  employe 
du  chef,  qui  verse  un  montant  determine  pour  les  pieces 
qu'il  occnpe. 


(22)  Age.  —  The  instructions  to  enumerators  specified  that 
the  age  to  be  reported  for  every  person  one  year  of 
age  or  more  was  to  be  in  completed  years  at  the  last 
birthday.  In  the  case  of  infants  under  one  year  the 
entry  was  to  be  expressed  in  completed  months  as 
twelfths  of  a  year. 

(23)  Marital  status.  —  Each  person  enumerated  was  placed, 
according  to  his  marital  status,  into  one  of  four  cate- 
gories —  single,  married,  widowed,  or  divorced.  In  the 
office  processing,  a  further  classification  of  the  married 
was  made  into  two  categories  —  those  married  and 
living  together,  and  those  married  but  not  living  to- 
gether  for   domestic,   economic,   or  any  other   reason. 


(24)  Mother  tongue.  —  For  census  purposes,  by  "mother 
tongue"  is  meant  the  first  language  spoken  in  child" 
hood  if  still  understood  by  the  person.  For  infants  it 
is  defined  as  the  language  commonly  spoken  in  the 
home. 

(25)  Years  of  schooling.  -  This  refers  to  the  total  number 
of  school  years  the  person  has  attended  any  kind  of 
educational  institution.  Persons  attending  night  school 
or  other  part-time  school,  or  receiving  private  tuition, 
are  credited  with  the  number  of  academic  years  equi- 
valent to  the  work  done.  For  children  still  at  school 
the  current  school  year  is  counted. 


(26)  Economic  status.  —  In  Tables  55  and  84  household 
heads  are  classified  according  to  their  economic  status, 
as  determined  by  the  answers  given  to  questions  asked 
of  everyone  14  years  of  age  and  over  relating  to  occu- 
pation and  employment  during  the  census  year.  The 
primary  categories  are  those  gainfully  occupied  and 
those  not  gainfully  occupied. 


(27)  Gainfully  occupied.  -  The  only  persons  included  in 
the  gainfully  occupied  group  are  those  reporting  a 
gainful  occupation,  irrespective  of  whether  or  not  they 
were  working  on  the  census  date.  A  gainful  occupation 
is  defined,    for   census   purposes,   as   one   "by   which 


(22)  Age.  —  Les  instructions  aux  enumerateurs  disaient  que 
l'age  a  inscrire  pour  chaque  personne  ag6e  d'un  an  ou 
plus  devait  etre  l'ftge  r6volu  au  dernier  anniversaire.

(23)  Etat  conjugal.  —  Chaque  personne  recens^e  a  £te  plac^e 
dans  l'une  des  quatre  categories  suivantes,  suivant  son 
etat  conjugal:  celibataire,  mari£,  veuf  ou  veuve,  divorce. 
Dans  1' analyse  faite  au  bureau,  les  personnes  marines 
ont  ete  subdivisees  en  deux  autres  categories:  personnes 
mariees  vivant  ensemble  et  personnes  mariees  qui,  pour 
des  raisons  domestiques,  economiques  ou  autres,  ne 
vivent  pas  ensemble. 

(24)  Langue  matemelle.  —  Pour  les  fins  du  recensement,  on 
entend  par  langue  matemelle  la  premiere  langue  que  la 
personne  a  parlee  dans  son  enfance  si  elle  la  comprend 
encore.  Dans  le  cas  des  bSbes,  elle  est  definie  comme 
etant  la  langue  communement  parlee  a  la  maison. 

(25)  Annees  d'ecole.  —  Cette  rubrique  d£signe  le  nombre 
d'annees  qu'une  personne  a  frequente  une  maison  d'en- 
seignement  quelconque.  Les  personnes  qui  frequentent 
les  ecoles  du  soir  ou  autres  ecoles  a  temps  partiel,  ou 
encore  qui  recoivent  un  enseignement  particulier  sont 
lnscrltes  selon  l'equivalent  de  l'enseignement  recu  en 
annees  academiques.  Pour  les  enfants  encore  a  l'ecole, 
l'annee  courante  est  comptee. 

(26)  Situation  economique.  —  Dans  les  tableaux  55  et  84,  les 
chefs  de  menage  sont  classes  selon  leur  situation  eco- 
nomique, tel  qu'elle  est  determinee  par  les  reponses 
donnees  aux  questions  posees  a  toute  personne  de  14 
ans  et  plus  au  sujet  de  son  occupation  ou  de  son  emploi 
durant  l'annee  du  recensement.  Les  categories  primaires 
comprennent  les  personnes  ayant  un  emploi  remunere  et 
celles  qui  n'en  ont  pas. 

(27)  Population  active.  —  Les  seules  personnes  a  etre  ins- 
crltesparmi  la  population  active  sont  celles  qui  declarent 
un  emploi  remunere,  qu'elles  soient  ou  non  au  travail  au 
moment  du  recensement.  Un  emploi  remunere,  pour  les 
fins    du    recensement,    est   un   emploi    "par   lequel   la 
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the  person  who  pursues  it  earns  money  or  in  which 
he  assists  in  the  production  of  marketable  goods". 
Persons  previously  employed,  but  unemployed  at  the 
census  date,  are  considered  as  gainfully  occupied  and 
reported  according  to  the  occupation  in  which  they 
were  last  employed,  providing  that  they  are  seeking 
or  intend  to  seek  further  employment. 

Each  gainfully  occupied  person  is  classified,  ac- 
cording to  the  nature  of  his  work,  into  one  of  the 
following  classes:  (a)  employer,  (b)  own  account,  (c) 
wage-earner,  or  (d)  "no  pay"  worker.  These  classes 
of  the  gainfully  occupied  are  defined  as  follows: 

(a)  Employer.  —  An  employer  is  a  person  who  operates 
his  own  business  and  employs  others  to  assist 
him.  However,  persons  who  manage  a  business 
for  someone  else  and  in  so  doing  have  the  author- 
ity to  hire  employees,  as  well  as  those  who  operate 
their  own  businesses  merely  with  the  aid  of  unpaid 
help  (namely,  unpaid  family  workers),  are  not  clas- 
sified as  employers. 


(b)  Own  account.  —  An  own  account  worker  is  a  person 
who  carries  on  his  own  business  without  the  as- 
sistance of  wage  or  salaried  employees.  However, 
he  may  be  aided  by  unpaid  help  in  the  furtherance 
of  his  business  enterprises. 

(c)  Wage-earner.  —  A  wage-earner  is  defined  as  an 
employee  who  works  for  wages  or  salary,  including 
commission  or  piece-rate  forms  of  payment.  Sta- 
tistics on  earnings  in  the  census  are  compiled  for 
wage-earners  only. 

(d)  No  pay.  —  A  "no  pay"  worker  is  a  person  who 
receives  no  specified  cash  remuneration  for  his 
work.  This  class  mainly  includes  family  workers 
on  farms  and  in  stores  receiving  no  fixed  money 
payment  but  whose  work  contributes  to  the  income 
of  the  family  business.  In  this  category  are  also 
included  some  employees  of  institutions  and  re- 
ligious orders  who  receive  only  room  and  board 
and,  possibly,  tuition  for  their  services.  Children 
of  working  age,  that  is,  14  years  of  age  and  over, 
assisting  parents  without  pay  on  family  farms  or 
other  enterprises  are  regarded  as  having  a  gainful 
occupation  and  are  classified  as  "no  pay"  workers, 
but  daughters  assisting  in  the  domestic  work  of 
the  home  without  wages  are  not  included  in  the 
population  gainfully  occupied.

—  Un  travailleur  a  son  propre  compte 
est  une  personne  qui  exploite  sa  propre  entreprise 
sans  l'aide  d'employ£s  r6mun£res.Elle  peut  toutefois 
recourir  a  de  l'aide  non  remuneree  dans  l'administra- 
tion  de  ses  affaires. 

c)  Employe  a  gages.  —  Un  employe  a  gages  est  une 
personne  qui  travaille  pour  un  salaire,  des  gages,  a 
commission  ou  a  la  piece.  La  statistique  du  gain,  dans 
le  recensement,  n'est  calcuiee  que  pour  les  employes 
a  gages. 

d)  Sans  paie.  —  Un  travailleur  sans  paie  est  une  per- 
sonne qui  ne  recoit  aucune  remuneration  fixe  en  argent 
pour  son  travail.  Cette  categorie  comprend  principa- 
lement  les  travailleurs  familiaux  sur  les  fermes  et 
dans  les  magasins  qui  ne  recoivent  aucun  montant 
fixe  mais  dont  le  travail  contribue  au  revenu  de  l'en- 
treprise  familiale.  Elle  comprend  aussi  certains 
employes  dans  les  institutions  et  les  congregations 
religieuses  qui  ne  recoivent  que  la  chambre  et  la 
pension  et  peut-etre  aussi  l'enseignement  pour  leurs 
services.

(28)  Classes  of  not  gainfully  occupied.  —  This  category 
includes  all  persons,  14  years  of  age  and  over,  who 
are  not  included  in  the  definition  of  the  gainfully 
occupied  above.  Each  person  not  gainfully  occupied 
is  classified  into  one  of  the  following  classes:  (a) 
retired,  (b)  homemaker,  (c)  student,  (d)  inmate  of  ins- 
titution and  "other."  The  more  important  of  these 
classes,  in  so  far  as  they  relate  to  household  heads, 
are  defined  below: 


(28)  Categories  de  personnes  inactives.  —  Ces  categories 
comprennent  toutes  les  personnes  de  14  ans  et  plus  qui 
ne  tombent  pas  sous  la  definition  de  la  population  active 
ci-dessus.  Chaque  personne  inactive  est  classee  dans 
1'une  des  categories  suivantes:  a)  retire,  b)  maitresse 
de  maison,  c)  etudiant,  d)  pensionnaire  d* institution,  ou 
"autre".  Les  plus  importantes,  dans  la  mesure  ou  elles 
se  rattachent  aux  chefs  de  menage,  sont  definies  ci- 
dessous: 


(a)  Retired.  —  Persons  who,  because  of  old  age  or 
physical  disability,  are  no  longer  following  their 
former  occupation  and  do  not  expect  to  return  to 
it,  or  accept  further  employment,  are  classified 
as  "retired". 

(b)  Homemaker.  —  Women  doing  housework  in  their  own 
homes ,  without  salary  or  wages ,  and  having  no 
other  employment  are  classed  as  "homemakers". 
This-  class  includes  a  few  single  women  keeping 
house  for  parents  or  relatives  and,  of  course,  does 
not  include  housewives  who  have  some  gainful 
occupation.  Thus,  the  meaning  of  this  term  is  not 
exactly    synonymous    with    the    term    "housewife". 

(c)  Student.  —  Students,  14  years  of  age  and  over, 
regularly  attending  school,  college  or  university, 
or  receiving  private  tuition,  are  not  considered 
as  gainfully  occupied  even  though  they  earn  small 
sums  of  money  after  school,  on  Saturdays,  or  during 
the  summer  holidays. 


a)  Retire.  —  Les  personnes  qui,  a  cause  de  la  vieillesse 
ou  d'invalidite  physique,  n'occupent  plus  leur  ancien 
emploi  et  ne  comptent  pas  y  retourner  ou  en  accepter 
un  autre,  sont  classees  "retire"- 

b)  Maitresse  de  maison.  —  Les  femmes  occupees  sans 
remuneration  aux  travaux  du  menage  dans  leur  propre 
maison  et  qui  n'ont  pas  d'autre  emploi  sont  classees 
"maitresse  de  maison".  Cette  categorie  compte  quel- 
ques  femmes  ceiibataires  qui  tiennent  maison  pour 
leur  pere  ou  leur  mere  ou  pour  d'autres  parents  et  ne 
comprend  pas,  naturellement,  les  epouses  qui  ont  un 
emploi  remun6r6.  Ainsi,  le  sens  de  ce  terme  n'est  pas 
tout  a  fait  synonyme  de  "epouse". 

c)  Etudiant.  —  L'etudiant  de  14  ans  et  plus  qui  frequente 
regulierement  une  ecole,  un  college  ou  uneuniversite, 
ou  qui  regoit  des  cours  particuliers  n'est  pas  classe 
actif  m£me  s'il  gagne  quelque  argent  apres  la  classe, 
le  samedi  ou  durant  les  vacances  d'ete. 
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(d)  Inmate  of  institution  and  "other".  —These  classes 
of  the  "not  gainfully  occupied"  population  are 
numerically  very  small  in  the  case  of  household 
heads.  In  this  connection  the  reader  is  reminded 
that  temporary  patients  in  general  hospitals  are 
not  enumerated  as  "inmates"  but,  under  the  de  jure 
system,   are   enumerated   at   their  home   addresses. 


(29)  Wage-earner  household.  —  A   wage-earner  household  is 
defined  as  a  household  whose  head  is  a  wage-earner. 

(30)  Wage-earner  family.  —  A  wage-earner  family  is  defined 
as  a  family  whose  head  is  a  wage-earner. 


d)  Pensionnaire  d' institution  et  "autre".  —  Ces  catego- 
ries de  personnes  "inactives"  sont  numeriquement 
peu  importantes  en  ce  qui  concerne  les  chefs  de  me- 
nage. A  ce  sujet,  le  lecteur  se  rappellera  que  les 
malades  temporaires  dans  les  hopitaux  generaux  ne 
sont  pas  recenses  comme  "pensionnaires".  En  vertu 
de  la  methode  de  jure,  elles  sont  recens£es  a  leur 
domicile. 

(29)  Menage  d'employe  a  gages.  —  Le  manage  d'employe  a 
gages  est  celui  dont  le  chef  est  un  employe  a  gages. 

(30)  Famille  d'employe  a  gages.  —  La  famille  d'employe  a 
gages  est  celle  dont  le  chef  est  un  employe  a  gages. 


(31)  Earnings  of  wage-earners.  —  By  earnings,  in  the  census, 
is  meant  the  amount  of  money  received  as  salary, 
wages,  commission,  or  piece-rate  payment.  Earnings 
are  computed  for  the  twelve  months  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  census  date.  Deductions  from  pay  for  pen- 
sion schemes,  income  tax,  War-Savings  Certificates 
and  bonds,  and  unemployment  insurance  are  included 
in  the  amount  of  earnings  received  during  the  census 
year,  but  income  from  pensions ,  investments ,  work- 
men's compensation,  relief,  and  other  sources  of  this 
kind  are  not  included  in  the  total  earnings  reported. 
It  should  be  added  that  the  money  value  of  board  and 
room  is  not  counted  in  the  earnings  recorded  in  the 
census,  nor  any  income  from  employment  during  the 
12  months  prior  to  the  census  on  an  "own  account" 
basis. 

(32)  Family  earnings.  —  In  the  census,  family  earnings  in- 
clude earnings  of  the  head  and  other  wage-earning 
members  of  his  immediate  family,  but  not  the  earnings 
of  any  relatives  or  lodgers  who  may  be  part  of  his 
household  but  not  of  his  private  family.  Family  earn- 
ings are  not  shown  for  all  families  with  wage-earner 
heads  reporting  earnings  for  two  reasons:  first,  some 
wage-earner  member  of  the  family  may  have  failed  to 
report  his  earnings;  and  second,  if  any  member  of  the 
family  is  reported  as  an  employer  or  employed  on  an 
own  account  basis,  the  family  earnings  cannot  be 
ascertained.  This  explains  the  difference  between  the 
number  of  cases  where  the  head's  earnings  were  not 
stated  and  the  number  of  cases  where  the  family  earn- 
ings were  not  stated. 


(31)  Gain  des  employes  a  gages.  —  Le  gain,  au  sens  du  re- 
censement,  signifie  le  mohtant  d'argent  recu  en  salaire, 
gages,  commission,  ou  remuneration  a  la  piece.  Le  gain 
a  ete  calcule  sur  les  douze  mois  qui  ont  precede  imme- 
diatement  la  date  du  recensement.

(33)  Migrant  family.  —  The  last  two  tables  of  the  family 
section  of  this  volume  deal  with  migrant  families.  In 
the  1946  Census  of  the  Prairie  Provinces,  each  person 
five  years  of  age  and  over  was  asked  where  he  or  she 
resided  five  years  previously,  that  is,  on  June  1,  1941. 
The  answers  to  this  question  provide  the  necessary 
data  for  tables  dealing  with  the  movement  of  population. 
This  subject  has  been  dealt  with  for  the  population 
as  a  whole  in  Volume  I;  the  present  volume  sets  up 
parallel  tables  for  families  rather  than  individuals, 
basing  the  movements  of  the  family  on  the  movements 
of  the  head.  The  same  definitions  for  "migrant", 
"non-migrant",  etc.,  apply  in  this  volume  as  in  Volume 
I.  That  is,  a  migrant  is  defined  to  be  a  person  who 
was  living  in  a  different  city,  town,  village,  or  rural 
municipality  on  June  1,  1946,  than  that  in  which  he 
was  living  on  June  1,  1941.  The  change  may  have 
been  from  one  urban  centre  to  another,  from  a  rural 
municipality  to  an  urban  centre,  etc,  A  non-migrant  is 
a  person  who  was  living  in  the  same  city,  town,  vil- 
lage, or  rural  municipality  on  these  two  dates,  but 
not  necessarily  in  the  same  home.  A  family  is  classified 
as  a  "migrant  family"  if  the  head  is  a  migrant. 

In  using  these  tables  dealing  with  migrant  families, 
the  limitations  should  be  fully  understood.  Some  fam- 
ilies will  be  classified  as  "migrant"  or  "non-migrant", 
whereas,  actually,  the  family  did  not  exist  on  June 
1,  1941.  In  this  respect,  the  classification  of  migrant 
families  is  not  as  precise  as  the  classification  of 
individual  migrants.  In  other  cases  a  family  will  be 
classified  as  "non-migrant"  because  the  head,  an 
immigrant,  did  not  change  his  place  of  residence  bet- 
ween 1941  and  1946,  although  his  family  may  have 
emigrated  from  Europe  to  join  him  during  that  period, 
and   should   certainly,   therefore,    be   considered   as    a

Le  deplacement  peut  s'fitre  produit  d'un  centre 
urbain  a  un  autre,  d'une  municipalite  rurale  a  un  centre 
urbain,  etc.  Un  non  migrateur  est  une  personne  qui  habite 
la  meme  cite,  la  m§me  ville,  le  meme  village  ou  la  meme 
municipality  rurale  aux  deux  dates,  mais  non  necessaire- 
ment  la  meme  malson.

Dans  l'emploi  des  tableaux  qui  traitent  des  families 
migratrices,  11  faut  bien  se  rendre  compte  de  leurs  limi- 
tations. Certalnes families seront  classees  "migratrices" 
ou  "non  migratrices"  qui,  en  realite,  n'existaient  pas  le 
ler  juin  1941.  A  ce  sujet,  le  classement  des  families 
migratrices  n'est  pas  aussi  precis  que  celui  des  "migra- 
teurs"  individuels.  Dans  d'autres  cas,  une  famille  sera 
classee  "non  migratrice"  parce  que  son  chef,  un  immigre, 
n'a  pas  change  de  lieu  de  residence  entre  1941  et  1946 
bien  que  sa  famille  puisse  avoir  emigre  d'Europe  pour 
venir  le  trouver  au  cours  de  la  periode,  Cette  famille,  en 
consequence,  doit  fitre  consideree  comme  une  veritable 
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true  migrant  family.  The  machinery  of  the  census  was 
not  sufficiently  flexible  to  permit  of  the  proper  classi- 
fication of  cases  such  as  the  above-mentioned.  How- 
ever, it  is  believed  that  the  number  of  such  cases  is 
not  large  enough  to  affect  seriously  the  value  of  the 
figures  given  in  Tables  36  and  37,  and  that,  in  the 
great  majority  of  cases,  the  movements  of  the  head 
provide  a  true  count  of  the  movements  of  the  entire 
family. 

Changes  in  census  definitions.  -  There  has  been  some 
change  over  the  years  in  the  definitions  for  census  purposes 
of  some  of  the  terms  which  have  been  defined  above.  Up 
to  and  inc'uding  1921  the  terms  "census  family"  and 
"private  .r*iily"  were  used  to  denote  what  we  now  refer 
to  by  the  simpler  terms  of  "household"  and  "family"  res- 
pectively. In  both  the  "private  family"  concept  of  1921 
and  that  of  "family"  in  1931,  relatives  such  as  grand- 
parents, uncles,  etc.,  were  included  in  the  family,  though 
not  servants,  lodgers,  etc.  In  1931  and  prior  censuses 
households  of  one  person  were  also  classed  as  one  person 
families.  In  the  1936  Census,  however,  the  concept  of 
"family"  was  revised  in  two  important  respects:  (i)  rela- 
tives such  as  grandparents,  uncles,  etc.,  were  no  longer 
to  be  considered  as  members  of  the  family,  and  (ii)  one 
person  families  were  ruled  out.  Henceforward  a  family 
must  consist  of  at  least  two  persons.  This  revised  defi- 
nition has  remained  unchanged  through  the  1941  and  1946 
Censuses. 

The  term  "dwelling"  has  had  essentially  the  same 
meaning  in  the  Censuses  of  1936,  1941,  and  1946.  The 
term  "household",  however,  has  undergone  an  important 
change  in  the  present  census.  In  the  Censuses  of  1936 
and  1941  a  household  was  defined  as  "a  person  or  group 
of  persons  living  in  one  housekeeping  community"  This 
allowed  for  two  or  more  households  to  occupy  the  same 
dwelling,  provided  that  they  maintained  separate  house- 
keeping arrangements.  This,  in  turn,  gave  rise  to  the  term 
"sub-tenant  household"  to  describe  the  second  household 
in  the  dwelling.  In  the  present  census  a  household  is 
defined  as  all  the  persons  who  live  in  one  dwelling  unit. 
This  relates  the  household  to  the  dwelling  in  such  a  way 
that  the  count  of  households  and  the  count  of  occupied 
dwellings  is  always  identical.  The  effect  of  this  change 
has  been  to  increase  the  numerical  importance  of  the  "lod- 
ging family",  since  many  family  groups  which,  in  1941, 
were  treated  as  sub-tenant  households,  were  designated  as 
lodging  families  in  the  1946  Census. 

A  major  source  of  difficulty  in  recent  censuses  has 
been  the  determination  of  whether  or  not  separate  dwelling 
and  household  status  should  be  assigned  to  separate  living 
quarters  in  houses  which  were  originally  constructed  as 
single,  but  which,  at  the  1946  Census,  (usually  with  some 
expanded  facilities  but  no  major  structural  change)  have 
come  to  house  several  families.  This  is  an  expected  accom- 
paniment of  the  trend  to  smaller  families,  and  has  caused 
considerable  difficulty  in  the  application  of  census  defi- 
nitions. The  criterion  of  structural  separateness  for  a 
separate  dwelling  was  stressed  in  written  and  verbal  in- 
structions to  enumerators;  hence  no  suite  of  rooms  in  a 
building,  the  entrance  to  which  was  through  the  living 
quarters  of  another  group  of  persons,  was  admitted  as  a 
distinct  dwelling.  Nevertheless,  in  borderline  cases  the 
interpretation  of  the  instructions  is  still,  to  some  extent,  a 
matter  of  individual  judgment  on  the  part  of  the  enumerator. 
The  elimination  of  the  sub-tenant  household  has  made  the 
strict  application  of  the  rule  of  structural  separateness 
more  difficult  for  the  enumerator  to  follow;  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  some  enumerators  have  been  inclined  to  count 
as  a  separate  household  and,  therefore,  a  separate  dwelling, 
what  should  have  been  more  correctly  classed  as  a  lodging 
family  or  lodger  occupying  one  or  more  rooms  in  a  dwelling. 
It  is,  therefore,  probable  that  the  figures  of  occupied  dwell- 
ings in  the  tables  that  follow  include  a  small  percentage 
of  cases  which  do  not  conform  rigidly  to  the  definition  of 
a  dwelling  as  laid  down  in  the  Instructions  to  Commis- 
sioners and  Enumerators,   1946*

Changements  dans  les  definitions  de  recensement.  —  Pour 
les  fins  du  recensement,  les  definitions  de  certains  des 
termes  d£finis  ci-dessus  ont  evolue"  avec  les  ann^es.  Jusqu'a 
1921  inclus.les  termes  "famille  de  recensement"  et  "famille 
priv6e"  etaient  employes  pour  decrire  ce  que  nous  d£signons 
plus  simplement  aujourd'hui  des  termes  "manage"  et  "fa- 
mille". D'apres  le  concept  de  la  "famille  priveV'  de  1921, 
de  m§me  que  d'apres  celui  de  la  "famille"  de  1931,  des 
membresde  laparente"  tels  que  les  grands-parents,  les  oncles, 
etc.faisaient  partiede  la  famille.  Les  serviteurs,  les  logeurs, 
etcn'en  faisaient  pas  partie.  Lors  du  recensement  de  1931 
et  des  recensements  ant(5rieurs,  les  manages  composes  d'une 
personne  etaient  aussi  classes  comme  families  d'une  per- 
sonne.

Cela  per- 
mettait  a  deux  menages  ou  plus  d'occuper  le  mfime  logement 
pourvu  qu'ils  aient  des  arrangements  menagers  distincts.  De 
la  naquit  le  terme  "menage  sous-locataire"  pour  decrire  le 
second  menage  du  logement.

II  est  en  consequence  probable  que 
leschiffres  relatifs  aux  logements  occupes  dans  les  tableaux 
qui  suivent  comprennent  une  petite  proportion  de  cas  qui  ne 
se  conforment  pas  exactement  a  la  definition  d'un  logement 
telle  qu'elle  parait  dans  les  Instructions  aux  commissaires 
et  e" numerate urs,   1946,

Since  there  are  no  fixed  political  divisions  in  Manitoba 
corresponding  to  the  counties  of  Eastern  Canada,  this  prov- 
ince has  been  divided  for  statistical  purposes  into  census 
divisions  and  subdivisions.  These  census  divisions  have 
been  so  laid  out  that  as  population  increases,  they  may  be 
subdivided  without  destroying  the  means  of  comparing  the 
variations  in  the  population  disclosed  by  the  censuses.
